Analyst's  Report

tion was  applied.  The  sample  submitted  actually  proved 
s^e  thing  as  '.'effervescent  sulphate  of 
magnesia.  On  making  inquiries,  however,  it  appeared 
that  among  pharmacists  the  term  "  citrate  of  magnesia  " 
is  understood  to  mean  "  effervescent  sulphate  of  mag- 
nesia, and  the  sample  was  accordingly  regarded  Is 
being  of  genuine  quality.  S 

Inquests 

The  St. :  Pancras  (London)  Coroner  held  an  inquiry  on 
March  7  concerning  the  death  of  John  A.  Buckburrow, 
U oily  Lodge  Gardens,  aged  twenty-three  months, 
the  evidence  showed  that  death  was  due  to  poisoning 
by  strychnine.  It  was  stated  that  the  pills  which  thl 
child  took  were  kept  on  the  mantelpiece  in  his  bedroom. 
I  hey  could  be  reached  by  the  child  climbing'  on  an 
armchair:  J  gr.  strychnine  was  present  in  each  pill 
Ine  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  "  Death  by  misadven- 

During  an  inquest  at  Handsworth,  Birmingham,  recently, 
on  the  >ody  of  Dr.  G:  H.  Tomlinson,  who  was  found 
dead  ,n  bed  Miss  E.  L.  Mole,  who  had  been  em- 
ployed as  a  dispenser  by  the  doctor,  said  he  used  to 
take  chloroform  from  a  scent-bottle.  Last  September, 
when  he  began  the  practice,  witness  used  to  put  two 
teaspoonfuls  into  the  bottle  each  night.  She  did  this 
for  about  ten  nights.  The  doctor  gave  it  up  before 
going  into  a  nursing,  home,  but  since  returning  home  had 
started  again  putting  the  chloroform  into  the  bottle 
himself.  Professor  G.  H.  Wilson,  who  made  a  post- 
mortem  examination  said  death  was  due  to  cardiac 
failure,  inconsistent  however,  with  chloroform  poisoning. 
A  verdict  of   '  Death  from  natural  causes  "  was  recorded.

of  a  Christmas  display  of  wines.    What  has  your  client 
to  say  to  that?    Mr   Lloyd-Jones:  I  would  respectfully 
f  \  y°^,t0  tf"  ^e  what  offence  that  constitutes  under  the 
Act     The  Magistrate  :  All  the  other  chemists  conformed 
1     the  fishes  of  the  police.    Mr.  Lloyd-Jones:  It  may 
be  that  the  other  chemists  were  not  in  such  a  fortunate 
position  as  my  client,  who  holds    a    pre-1902  licence 
lnere  is  no  such  an  offence  surely  as  exhibiting  what 
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you  are  entitled  by  law  to  sell.    The  Magistrate:  Is  he 
prepared  to  give  us  an  undertaking  that  he  will  meet 
the  wishes  of  this  authority  in  future  quite  apart  from 
the  legal  standpoint?    Mr.  Lloyd- Jones:  It  was  a  very 
harsh  thing  for  the  police  to  enter  his  shop  and  ask  him 
to  take  the  wine  out  of  the  window  and  alter  a  whole 
lay-out  which  had  entailed  hours  of  work.      He  was 
perfectly  entitled  to  exhibit  his  wines,  and,  as  a  matter 
of  fact    they  made  an  attractive  window.    I  have  had 
to  advise  him  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  him  in  law 
to  give  any  undertaking  to  refrain  from  exhibiting  his 
wines  in  future.

Insurance  Act  Dispensing 

Record   of   matters   concerning   Chemists'  interests   in  too 
National  Health  Insurance  Acts 

Local  Reports 
ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Devon. — A  meeting  of  the  Devon  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee was  held  on  February  19,  Mr.  W.  J.  Shepperd 
presiding.  The  secretary  reported  the  issue  or.  a 
reminder  that  the  double  dispensing  fee  was  payable 
in  respect  of  urgent  scripts  only  if  endorsed  with  the 
time  of  dispensing  and  signed  by  the  chemist. 

Gloucestershire —At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, held  on  February  10,  the  Pharmaceutical  Ser- 
vice Subcommittee  reported  on  three  cases  oi  alleged 
inaccurate   dispensing   by  panel   chemists.    The  report 
stated  that  in  the  first  case  the  medicine  was  an  iron 
mixture.      The    analyst's    report    estimated    a  defi- 
ciency   of    28    per    cent,    of    iron    and  ammonium 
citrate  and  an  excess  of  141  per  cent,  of  magnesium 
sulphate.    The   proprietress    of    the   business    did  not 
question  the   accuracy  of  the   analyst  s  findings  She 
explained  that  the  medicine  was  dispensed  on  her  behalf 
by  a  qualified  assistant  who  had  done  the  dispensing 
work  for  her  for  thirteen  years.    She  stated  that  he  was 
not  well  at  the  time,  and  had  since  undergone  a^grave 
operation.    The  chairman  sard  that  he  felt  a  good  deal 
of  sympathy.    It  was  decided  to  advise  the  Minister 
of  Health  .to  withhold  the  sum  of  £1.    In  another  case 
the  analyst  had  reported  that  there  were  deficiencies 
in  each  ingredient.    The  chemist  could  offer  no  explana^ 
tion  of  the  error,  which  he  much  regretted     In  regard 
to  the  third  case  the  analyst's  report  showed  that  whilst 
the   quantity   of    quinine   sulphate   was  approximately 
correct,   the  mixture   contained   an  excess   of   23  per 
cent,  of  dilute  phosphoric  acid.    In  these  cases  it  was 
decided  to  administer  cautions. 

Oxford  A  meeting  of  the  Oxford  and  District  Branch 

of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  of  the  City  and 
County  Pharmaceutical  Committees  was  held  on  Feb- 
ruary 17.  Mr.  0.  L.  Carrington  (president)  referred 
to  the  loss  sustained  by  the  death  of  Mr.  F  L.  Keith 
Loxley.  The  secretary  was  requested  to  send  a  letter 
of  condolence  to  his  widow,  and  a  vote  of  sympathy 
was  carried  in  silence,  the  members  standing.  Data 
relating  to  the  N.H.I,  prescriptions  issued  during  1929 
in  the  city  and  county  were  given.

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Observations  and  Reflections

Formula  Disclosure 

upon  all  labels,  cartons,  etc.,  may  be  a 
condition  of  the  "  known,  admitted  and  approved  reme- 
dies "  exemption  that  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and 
Excise  have  power  to  enforce;  but  it  seems  to  me 
unreasonable  that  such  a  condition  should  be  thrust  upon 
us  so  peremptorily  and  without  intimation  of  an  adequate 
time  allowance  for  putting  matters  in  order.  As  I  under- 
stand from  your  statement  on  the  position  (C.  &  D., 
March  8,  p.  300),  this  latest  decision  of  the  Commissioners 
is  to  take  effect  forthwith,  after  we  have  been  carrying 
on  business  strictly  in  accordance  with  official  require- 
ments for  a  period  of  nearly  twenty-seven  years.  It  was, 
I  believe,  the  Commissioners  themselves,  or  their  prede- 
cessors at  Somerset  House,  who  originally  proposed  the 
use  of  reference  numbers  on  our  labels  instead  of  printing 
thereon  the  complete  formulas,  and  it  savours  of  bureau- 
cratic tyranny  to  insist  upon  a  completely  changed  pro- 
cedure without  advising  us  that  a  reasonable  time  will  be 
allowed  for  printing  and  attaching  the  new  labels  that  will 
be  required.  I  am  assuming,  of  course,  that  there  is 
power  to  enforce  this  change;  but  it  may  be  found  that 
an  illegal  attempt  is  being  made  to  override  the  decision 
in  the  case  of  Farmer  v.  Glyn-Jones,  and  in  that  event 
there  ought  to  be  no  hesitation  about  combined  action 
being  taken  to  defend  our  interests.  Meanwhile,  chemists 
who  receive  supplies  of  erstwhile  dutiable  proprietary 
medicines  which  do  not  bear  stamps  denoting  prepayment 
of  duty  will  be  well-advised  to  note  your  advice  how  they 
can  safeguard  themselves,  if  in  doubt,  by  depositing  the 
goods  with  the  local  officer  of  Inland  Revenue. 

Comparisons  are  Odious, 

according  to  tradition,  but  it  must  be 
difficult  for  your  readers  to  avoid  contrasting  the  business- 
like manner  in  which  you  have  set  forth  the  circumstances 
of  this  latest  attack  upon  our  ancient  privileges  with  what 
little  we  are  permitted  to  know  about  any  action  likely  to 
be  taken  by  our  representative  bodies.  In  the  case  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  we  are  simply  told  (p.  280)  that 
the  president  was  requested  to  take  an  early  opportunity 
of  visiting  the  Board  of  Customs.  This  is  one  of  the  tit- 
bits from  your  "  items  from  private  meeting,"  and  it 
would  appear  that  most  of  the  business  of  importance  was 
discussed  by  the  Council  at  the  private  meeting  in  ques- 
tion. Whenwill  those  in  control  at  the  Society's  head- 
quarters realise  that  scrappy  reports  of  this  kind  go  far 
to  nullify  the  good  effect  of  what  councillors  tell  us  at 
branch  and  association  meetings  about  the  vast  importance 
of  the  varied  matters  they  have  had  to  deal  with  ?  I  note, 
by  the  way,  that  Mr.  Beardsley  is  the  latest  councillor  to 
advise  our  having  a  united  front  and  a  definite  policy 
(p.  285).  But  what  is  the  policy  he  advocates,  and  is  it 
the  policy  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
as  a  whole? 

Nominations  for  the  Council 

must  be  sent  in  during  the  next 
few  days,  and  it  will  be  interesting  to  find  how  many  of 
those  persons  nominated  have  clear  ideas  about  a  definite 
and  practicable  policy.  We  should  all  like  to  know  what, 
in  the  opinion  of  each  candidate  for  election,  is  wrong  with 
pharmacy  at  the  present  time  and  how  he  or  she  would 
propose  to  proceed  in  the  direction  of  providing  a  remedy 
or  remedies  for  what  actually  is  wrong.  Retiring  members 
of  Council  who  present  themselves  for  re-election  will  find 
it  necessary  this  time,  I  think,  to  be  more  explicit  than 
usual,  while  other  candidates  will  need  to  dwell  more 
upon  their  own  ideas  of  what  can  be  and  ought  to  be  done 
than  to  cast  animadversions  upon  the  conduct  of  others. 

Further  Blame 

is  cast  upon  apprentice  training  by  Professor 
Stockman  in  his  latest  report  upon  the  pharmaceutical 
examinations  in  Scotland  (C.  &  D.,  March  8.  p.  280),  and 
the  time  would  appear  to  be  approaching  when  the  con- 


ditions of  apprenticeship  should  be  looked  into  seriously. 
After  all  the  fuss  that  was  made  some  years  ago  about 
the  revival  of  apprenticeship  in  pharmacy  as  a  probable 
solution  of  the  problem  of  unreadiness  tor  examination, 
it  might  have  been  thought  that  a  different  state  of  affairs 
would  prevail  to-day.  But  we  continue  to  hear  the  same 
old  story  about  unfitness  to  satisfy  the  examination  tests 
in  the  subject  of  pharmacy  in  general  and  practical 
pharmacy  in  particular.  Now,  Professor  Stockman  defi- 
nitely states  that  the  examination,  "  which  is  compara- 
tively simple  and  conducted  on  commonsense  lines,"  is 
not  at  fault,  and  that  the  blame  does  not  lie  entirely  with 
the  candidates.  Obviously,  therefore,  the  fault  must  be 
attributed  to  the  system  of  training,  and  I  should  imagine 
that  it  is  the  shop  training  rather  than  the  school  course 
of  instruction  that  needs  investigation.  Have  we  yet  got 
clear  of  the  old  idea  of  employing  apprentices  as  supplies 
of  cheap  labour,  and  what  is  the  usual  interpretation  of 
the  requirement  that  four  thousand  hours  must  be  spent 
by  the  apprentice  in  the  dispensing  and  compounding  of 
medicines  ? 

The  Subtle  Influence 

of  odours  in  reviving  recollections  is 
very  powerful  in  everyone  who  possesses  even  a  fairly 
acute  ability  to  discriminate  between  them.  At  the 
moment  the  very  mention  of  a  perfume  recalls  a  time  so 
long  past  as  to  make  one  hesitate  to  specify  the  period. 
Your  reference  to  "White  Rose,  a  perfume  familiar  to  the 
past  generation  of  chemists  in  their  apprenticeship  days  " 
(p.  282),  awakens  the  remembrance  of  the  exquisite  delight 
experienced  on  first  making  the  acquaintance  of  that 
beautiful  scent.  It  has  always  seemed  to  me  that  it 
reached  the  acme  of  delicate  odoriferous  beauty.  Is  this 
article  also  a  matter  of  "purely  historical  interest"? 
Well,  "  autres  temps,  autres  mceurs  !  "  In  any  case  we 
need  not  forget  that  the  white  rose  should  make  an 
historical  appeal  of  another  order  to  us  English  folk, 
because  nearly  two  thousand  years  ago,  if  we  are  to  believe 
the  elder  Pliny,  this  island  was  regarded  by  the  Romans 
as  being  speciallv  favoured  as  the  home  of  white  roses. 
In  accounting  for  the  name  of  Albion,  the  oldest  of  all 
our  names,  he  says  that  it  was  derived  either  from  its 
white  cliffs  or  the  white  roses  which  grew  there  in 
abundance  ("  ob  rosas  albas  quibus  abundat  "). 

Changes  in  Taste 

are  frequently  anything  but  subtle.  The  pre- 
sent-day fancy  for  strong,  penetrating  scents  is  one  skein  in 
the  texture  of  modern  life,  and  helps  to  make  up  the  pat- 
tern wherein  jazz  music,  daring  novels,  grotesque  sculpture 
and  similar  concomitants  are  assembled.  The  delicate 
perfumery  of  the  Victorian  period  was  a  significant  de- 
parture from  the  spicy  productions  of  the  preceding 
Georgian  era  when  the  ess.  bouquet  was  the  typical  scent. 
It  would  seem  impossible  to  make  any  substantial  con- 
tribution to  the  history  of  perfumery  ;  it  has  been  dealt 
with  so  frequently  in  recent  years  that  it  must  seem  that 
nothing  has  escaped  the  literary  gleaners.  There  is  a 
period,  however,  of  which  but  little  has  been  recorded,  in 
so  far  as  concerns  the  people  in  general,  namely,  from  the 
time  when  perfumed  gloves  caught  the  fancy  of  Queen 
Elizabeth  down  to  the  time  when  the  making  of  perfumes 
became  a  wholesale  trade.  Fortunately  the  reoipe  books 
of  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries  contain 
directions  for  some  of  the  perfumes  then  used.  The  only 
means  employed  for  scenting  the  person  in  the  earlier 
century  was  in  the  form  of  gloves,  "  sweet  waters  "  and 
unguents.  More  attention  was  bestowed  upon  repelling 
obnoxious  odours  from  the  dwelling  apartments  with  the 
aid  of  perfume  bags,  pomanders  and  the  burning  of 
odorous  gums,  etc.  A  recipe,  published  in  1655,  for 
"  King  Henry's  Perfume  "  (presumably  Henry  VIII),  for 
use  in  the  "  perfume  pan,"  will  give  a  good  idea  of  the 
preparations  for  "taking  away  grosse  aires": — "Take  a 
quarter  of  an  ounce  of  Fussis  (what  we  now  call  mother 
cloves)  and  two  pennyweight  of  good  cloves,  and  let  them 
be  a  little  bruised,  then  take  the  weight  of  a  penny  of 
the  rvnd  of  a  Lemond  in  powder,  and  six  spoonfuls  of 
good  Damask  Bosewater  and  old.  and  cour  spoonfuls  of  fair 
clean  water,  and  let  all  these  boil  tog-ether  in  a  perfume 
pan,  with  the  quantity  of  a  Hasell  Nut  of  Sugar."

Election  Thoughts 

The  -bomb  thrown  into  pharmaceutical  circles  by  the 
Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  has  come  at  an  awk- 
ward moment,  as  this  is  the  time  our  minds  turn  to 
electioneering— that  is,  if  we  are  keen  on  the  efficient 
functioning  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council. 
The    nominations   must   be    made   not  later  than 
March  18,  and  the  method  of  nominating  is  for  amy 
member  whose  subscription  is  paid  to  write  to  the 
secretary,  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.I,  to 
say  that  he  desires  to  nominate  any  other  member, 
who  also  must  have  paid  his  subscription  for  the  cur- 
rent year  if  the  nomination  is  to  be  valid.  Proper 
consideration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  has  only  warranted  a  combined  attack  on 
the  whole  of  the  seven  possible  seats  once  during  the 
last  fifteen  years,  though  each  of  the  last  three  has 
seen  a  mass 'attack  on  the  somewhat  flimsy  basis  that 
the  Council  has  done  nothing  to  produce  an  optical 
qualification.    The  folly  of  this  method  of  a  smgle- 
plank  contest,  usually  confused  by  the  addition  of 
general  effusions  of  dissatisfaction  based  on  faulty 
comprehension,  can  hardly  be  over-emphasised That 
some  seats  at  the  nest  election  are  vulnerable  if  suit- 
ably public-spirited  challengers  are  available  is  a  cor- 
rect statement  of  the  present  position,  and  it  must 
he  -confessed  that  it  would  be  an  advantage  if  a  really 
live  contest  were  to  result.     The  challengers,  how- 
ever, should  know  what  they  want  to  do  and  cut  out 
all  nebulous  propositions  which  have  only  a  subsidiary 
connection  with   pharmaceutical  life.      It  will  not  . 
suffice  for  them  to  claim  that  they  would  have  been 
more  efficient  in  the  same  circumstances  than  those 
they  seek  to  displace.    It  is  idle  to  harp  on  things 
past.     Prospective  candidates  are  usually  partisans 
and  resent  advice.    Indeed,  they  are  often  so  obtuse 
that  the  old  hands,  skilled  in   electioneering,  are 
returned  easily  unless  a  position  has  arisen  to  cause 
am  upheaval.    This  is  rare  in  pharmacy  :  on  occasion 
it  might  do  good,  but  at  the  present  moment  there  is 
no  stirring  of  the  depths.      Examination  of  the  re- 
ported speeches  of  councillors  would  not  be  likely  to 
set  even  an  emotional  soul  on  fire:  instead  of  that, 
fog  envelops  the  pharmaceutical  mind.       If  it  is 
not  education  policy,   it  is  contemplation  of  build- 
ing1 in    a   London    square,    where   further  growth 
of    permanent    officialism   will    be   required   to  fill 
the    wide    spaces  in    a    grandiose    building.  We 
look  for   a   policy   of  rationalisation  in  pharmacy 
in   vain.     We  are  asked  to  sympathise  with  mem- 
bers who  after  giving  three,  sometimes  four,  days 
to  Council  work  every  mouth  for  seven  years,  welcome 
am  opportunity  to  break  the  silence.    So  many  years 
'of  servitude  suggested  a  Niagara  of  exposition,  but 
it  turned  out  to  be  the  old  meandering  stream  con- 
fused   in    its    flow    by    little,  pebbles.    Details  oil 
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education,  finance,  law,  and  other  work  are  painfully 
familiar.     Similarly,  if  we  examine  the  utterances 
of  some  other    prospective   candidates  we   find  the 
same  emptiness  of  phrasing  and   plea  for  childlike 
trust  and  loyalty.     Other  potential  candidates  have 
remained    discreetly    silent.      Sometimes    silence  is 
golden,  sometimes  it  is  not.    Chemists  want  to  know 
whether  the  Council  does  anything  apart  from  routine 
work,  and  if  so,  what  it  is  and  who  are  the  persons 
doing  it.    Moreover,  are  candidates  so  bankrupt  in 
ideas  that  they  can  only  talk  of  routine  work  and 
never  give  utterance  to  thoughts  likely  to  be  produc- 
tive of  some  good  in  pharmacy?   We  do  not  vote  annu- 
ally for  the  pleasure  of  sending  men  from  all  parts 
of  the  country  to  endorse  routine  work.    There  can 
only  be  questions  of  law  on  which  reticence  is  essen- 
tial.   The  truth  appears  to  be  there  has  grown  up  a 
stagnating  policy  of  "  safety  first  "  which  has  entered 
into  the  hearts  of  our  councillors.    They  forget  that 
if  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  survives  to  occupy  a 
side  of  another  square,  it  must  transcend  the  limita- 
tions of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  of  1868  and  1908  and 
revive  the  concept  of  its  foundation  in  1841  and  its 
first  Act  of  Parliament.    Several  years  have  passed 
since  the  Council  of  the  Society  put  before  a  Govern- 
ment committee  a  policy  to  rationalise  pharmacy; 
but  apparently  it  is  too  timid  in  the    presence  of 
bureaucracy  to  let  those  aims  be  expressed  in  public. 
Meantime,  drift  continues.    A  contested  election  is  a 
suitable  occasion  for  striving  to  stop  the  drift.    A  few 
points  are  worthy  of  consideration  by  all  candidates. 
From  April  1  an  attempt  at  rationalisation  of  the 
public  hospital  services  in  this  country  is  being  made. 
The  Minister  of  Health,  after  promising  not  to  inter- 
fere with  local  usage  concerning  the  status  of  phar- 
macists in  the  public  service,  has  omitted  from  his 
rules  and  regulations  all  recognition  of  the  existence 
of  the  pharmacist,  much  less  of  his  status  as  a  prin- 
cipal officer.    The  matron,  the  steward  and  similar 
folk  are  made  his  superiors.    We  understand  that  the 
rules  and  orders  are  running  the  normal  course  by 
being  forgotten  during  forty  days  and  forty  nights 
while  they  lie  on  the  table  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
and  soon  the  rules  and  orders  will  become  the  law  of 
the  land  and  the  status  of  pharmacy  will  slide  down 
to  the  level  of  inferiority  characteristic  of  the  Army 
medical  service;  again  bureaucracy  will  triumph.  It 
is  a  clear  case,  now,  for  individual  service,  and  candi- 
dates who  want  votes  have  their  chance  to  take  direct 
action.    Pharmacists  might  go  further  and  ask  those 
parliamentary  candidates  who  received  their  support 
at  the  general  election  last  May  whether  they  could 
not  heave  the  lead  for  pharmacy  in  the  public  service 
by  personal  action  within  their  own  political  party. 
Again,   should  not  our  Qualifying  examinations  be 
rationalised  ?    We  were  promised  more  than  once  that 
the  qualification  of  pharmaceutical  chemist  should  be 
made  a  more  reasonable  possibility  for  the  chemist 
and  druggist ;  and  we  still  wait.    The  School  of  Phar- 
macy costs  chemists  quite  a  lot  of  money.  Some 
members  of  Council,  judging   from    their  speeches, 
appear  to  favour  a  complete  suspension;  but  has  the 
Council  any  clear  idea  of  what  it  wants?    Surely,  it 
should  lead  and  create  rather    than    follow  public 
opinion.    The  last  two  examiners'  reports  show  a  lack 
of  rationalisation  in  collegiate  training  for  the  stu- 
dents.   Recognition  of  schools  only  follows  inspection, 
we  are  told ;  but  no  one  tells  us  whether  a  co-ordina- 
tion of  teaching  is  attempted.      As  to  apprentices, 


most  councillors  burke  this  question  as  a  thorny  one. 
"  Too  many  shops  "  is  an  unpleasant  truth  with  which 
we  are  becoming  familiar;  but  is  the  Council  prepared 
to  consider  seriously  the  rationalisation  of  apprentice- 
ship ?     We  have  the  experience  of  Northern  Ireland 
to  make  us  wise.    Their  solution  is  reciprocity  for  their 
surplus.    Has  our  Council  thought  in  this  direction, 
and  has  it  the  courage  to  tackle  the  problem  at  its 
source,  even  at  the  risk  of  unpopularity  ?    The  poisons 
schedules  and  the  sale  of  potent  medicines  are  also  in 
need  of  the  application  of  rational  thought.  Talk 
about  automatic  machines  and  the  bogy  of  children 
spending  sixpence  to  obtain  "  poisonous  "  potassium 
permanganate    will    not    bring  us   nearer   a  third 
schedule  of   potent  drugs,   which  should  never  be 
sold   by   anyone  but  a  trained   vendor.     There  is 
much  to  be  done  in  rationalising  poisons  law  and 
annulling  the  compromise  of  1908.     If  that  is  not 
enough,  the  Council  might  try  rationalising  the  hold- 
ing, management  and  control  of  shops  so  that  no  more 
evaders  of  the  law  could  legalise  themselves  for  a  few 
pounds  with  the  protection  of  doubtful  "  cover."  Or, 
again,  the  Council  might  try  to  standardise  service  in 
every  pharmacy  for  qualified  chemists  and  druggists 
in  preference  to  those  who  never  intend  to  strive  'after 
that  dignity — although  the  Council  does  not  yet  ven- 
ture to  tempt  fate  in  the  House  of  Commons  by  try- 
ing to  annex  the  place  name  "  pharmacy."   The  policy 
of  rationalisation  is  a  real  one;  but  it  means  hard 
work,  self-sacrifice  and  service  for  our  craft,    It  must 
be  a  precise  lead,  not  a  nebulous  talk-    And  lastly, 
might  we  not  think .  rationally  over  the  Pharmaco- 
logical Laboratories?  Most  councillors  try  to  hold  this 
baby  in  turn :  judging  by  the  increase  in  its  absorp- 
tion of  space  and  cash,  it  would  seem  that  a  whole 
side  of  one  square  is  already  booked.    Thus  the  old 
councillors  and  the  would-be  councillors,  if  they  are 
keen,  have  much  to  think  about ;  the  former  may  prac-1 
tise  "  safety  first,"  but  the  others  may  counter  with 
"  rationalisation  in  pharmacy." 


A  Tonic  for  Rubber 

After  a  lengthy  period  of  stagnation,  due  in  a  large 
measure  to  the  low ,  prices  resulting  from  the  ever^ 
increasing  production,  considerable  interest  has  been 
shown  in  the  latest,  proposals  of  the  principal  British 
and  Dutch  producers  to  restrict  production  I  of  rubber 
by  voluntary  measures.  In  short,  at  a  meeting  held  in 
Amsterdam  recently,  attended  by  the  Dutch,  French; 
Belgian,  Swiss  and  '  German  rubber  producers,  the  pro- 
posal of  the  British  and  Dutch  representatives  to  stop' 
tapping  during  the  month  of  May  next  Was  adopted^  pro- 
viding that  70  per  cent,  of  the  British  Companies  agree!; 
This  actual  restriction  to  be  effected  during  May  is  now 
estimated  at  between  20,000  and  30,000  tons;  shipments 
in  that  month  last  year  exceeded  41,500  tons,  but  repre- 
sented the  product  of  tapping  at  a  much  earlier  period. 
It  is  therefore  merely  guesswork  to  try  to  arrive  at 
any  definite  figure.  Since  the  Stevenson  restriction 
scheme  was  finally  dropped  numerous  proposals  have 
from  time  to  time  been  put  forward  by  the  leading 
producers,  and  it  is  somewhat  Gilbertian  to  find  that 
the  Dutch  producers,  who  definitely  declined  to  be 
associated  with  the  original  Stevenson  scheme,  are  the 
primary  movers  in  the  present  one.  It  should,  of 
course,  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  present  proposals  are 
entirely  voluntary,  whereas  the  Stevenson  scheme  was 
compulsory  both  in  the  Federated  Malay  States  and 
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Ceylon  in  regard  to  British  interests,  as  that  scheme 
was  under  government  supervision.    The  feature  of  the 
present  proposals  indicates  the  likelihood  of   the  in- 
auguration of    real  co-operation  amongst    rubber  pro- 
ducers of  different  nationalities,  and  the  realisation  of 
the  definite  prospect  of  a  more  rational  conduct  of  the 
industry.    Efforts  are  being  made  to  induce  the  native 
producers— a  veiy  important  element— to  co-operate  in 
the  scheme,  but  it  should  be  clearly  understood  that 
so  far  the  native  producers  do  not  in  any  way  recog- 
nise the  scheme;  if,  however,  this  body  agrees  to  co- 
operate, the  whole  scheme  would  be  a  powerful  and 
important  effort  to  restrict  in  a  practical  form  the  sur- 
plus production  at  primary  source.    The  principal  argu- 
ment in  favour  of  the  scheme  on  the  part  of  producers 
appears  to  be  that  it  will  be  the  means  of  bringing  about 
greater  stability  in  price,  but  we  are  inclined  to  be 
sceptical  in  regard  to  this,  as  the  speculative  element 
has  been  such  a  dominating  factor  since  the  first  arrivals 
of  plantation  rubber  on  the  home  market.    The  extremely 
high  prices  secured  in  the  year  1925,  when  spot  rubber 
rose  during  the  course  of  that  year  from  Is.  2d.  to 
4s   8d.  per  lb.,  was  not  merely  the  result  of  the  very 
small  supplies  then  available,  but  mainly  in  consequence 
of  speculative  operations  by  leading  magnates  both  in 
this  country  and  the  United  States,  who  utilised  the 
temporary  shortage  to  advance  prices  by  "cornering" 
operations.    It  will  be  remembered  that  early  in  1926— 
a  few  months  later— the  market  nose-dived  and  rapidly 
fell  to  Is.  8d.  per  lb,  in  the  month  of  June,  a  decline 
of  3s.  per  lb.  in  the  course  of  six  months.    We  mention 
these  facts  to  illustrate  the  manner  in  which  the  specu- 
lative element  dominates  the  rubber  market,  and  whilst 
producers,  both  here  and  abroad,  may  claim  that  they 
are  the  prime  factors  the  London  and  New  York  rubber 
exchanges  are  the  price  fixers.    In  Mincing  Lane  circles 
opinion  appears  to  be  very  divided  as  to  the  possible 
success  of   the  new  proposals,   and.  whereas,  .in  some 
quarters,  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  cessation  of  tap- 
ping would  make  little  material  alteration  in  the  present 
situation,  there  is  nevertheless  a  nervous  feeling  as  to 
the  new  and  powerful  influence  which  may  change  the 
future  trend  of  the  market.     Briefly,  there  is  nothing 
to  prevent  a  repetition  of  the  proposals  at  a  later  date 
should  it  be  found  necessary,  and  with  this  new  com- 
bination of  the  leading  producers  working  in  unity  the 
production  over  any  year  will  be    more    difficult  to 
estimate  than  ever.    It  is  only  fair  to  point  out  that 
this  tapping  holiday  scheme  has  occasioned  some  mis- 
givings in  the  minds  of  dealers  as  to  its  degree  of 
efficacy,  and  an  important  point  that  has  been  over- 
looked is  that  the  chief  drawback  is  likely  to  be  the 
disorganisation  of  labour  and  the  difficulties  of  finding 
employment  for  the  workers  during  the  period  of  cessa- 
tion.    It  is  therefore  early  days  to  venture  a  definite 
opinion  on  the  likelihood  of  success  of  the  new  proposals, 
and  on  this  account  there  seems  small  possibility  of 
any   great   fluctuation  in  values  until  the   degree  of 
support  of  the  producers  as  a  whole  is  better  known. 
We  give  below   some  interesting  figures  showing  the 
actual  production  and  consumption  during  1929,  together 
with  the '  estimates  for  the  present  year  : —

These  statistics  are  prepared  from  records  and 
estimates  from  reliable  authorities,  but  the  estimates  for 
this  year  were  arrived  at  prior  to  the  inauguration  of 
the  new  tapping  suspension  proposals. 


Institutional  Pharmacy 

On  April  1  next'  the  control  of  poor-law  hospitals  and 
institutions  will  pass  from  poor-law  guardians  to  county 
councils  and  county  borough  councils ;  on  the  date  men- 
tioned some  430,000  hospital  beds  will  thus  be  under  the 
control  of  local  authorities,  the  majority  of  these  beds 
being  in  poor-law .  institutions.      As  there  are  m  this 
country  ohlv  about  60,000  beds  in  voluntary  hospitals,_  it 
is  evident  that  the  great  bulk  of  hospital  accommodation 
in  this  country  is  coming    under   the  control  of  local 
authorities.    In  the  past  the  poor-law  service  has  been 
known  as  the  "  Cinderella  of  the  Services."  Yet  many  of 
the  poor-law  hospitals  have  splendid  modern  equipment, 
are  equal  to  any  voluntary  hospital  in  clinical  value,  and 
are  administered  on  modern  and  enlightened  lines.  Every- 
one desires  that  skilled  medical  attention,  capable  nursing, 
modern  equipment  and  skilfully   compounded  medicines 
should  be  available  in  our  great  municipal  hospitals.  At 
this  most  important  juncture  it  appears  that  the  hospital 
pharmacist  has  so  far  not  received  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health  that  just  treatment  to  which  he  is  entitled.  The 
draft  of  the  Ministry  of  Health's  Consolidating  Order 
makes  the  pharmacist  a  subordinate  officer  in  all  cases 
except  where  existing  pharmacists   are  now  principal 
officers.    Is  it  likely  that  pharmacists,  who  have  given  up 
four  years  of  life  to  obtain  their  qualifications,  who  accept 
great  responsibility  and  require  highly  technical  know- 
ledge, will  find  the  position  of  a  subordinate  officer  satis- 
factory ?    The  draft  Order  makes  such  officers  as  stewards, 
schoolmasters,  schoolmistresses,    and    matrons  principal 
officers.     The  Dangerous   Drugs   Acts  not  only  make 
receiving  or  possessipn  of  "  dangerous  "  drugs    by  an 
unauthorised  person  a  felony,  but  also  cover  ordering  or 
endeavouring  to  obtain  supplies  of  such  drugs.  Circum- 
stances may  arise  'in  which  the  hospital  pharmacist  is 
wrongly  blamed.    In  such  a  lease  he  could,  as  a  subordinate 
officer/be  dismissed  by  asubcommittee,  but  as  a  principal 
officer  he  could '  not  be  dismissed  without  the  consent  of 
the  Ministry.    Finally,  there  is  the  question  of  the  safety 
of  the  patients.    We  read  of  accidents  due  to  the  handling 
of  poisons  in  institutions  by  unqualified  persons— and  there 
are,  no-  doubt,  some  of  which  we  never  read:  if  nurses 
are  to  he  made  principal  officers  and  pharmacists  subor- 
dinate, there  is  grave  reason  to  think  that  this  state  of 
things'  will  become  worse.    We  ask  our;  readers  to  make 
their  views  on  this  question  of  the  draft  Order,  which 
so  seriously  affects  the  future  of  the  hospital  pharmacist, 
known  to  their  local  member  of  Parliament,  and  also  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health',;  Whitehall,  S.W.I. 

Medical  and  Dental  Registers 

The  Medical  Register  for  the  year  1930  has  just  been 
issued  (21s.,  Constable  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  10  and  12  Orange 
Street,  London,  W.C.2)  by  the  General  Medical  Council. 
The  total  number  of  names  contained  in  the  register  is 
54,870,  an  increase  of  534  on  the  number  at  the  end  of 

1928  and  of  1,360  on  the  average  of  the  last  five  years. 
Registrations  during  the  year  number  1,410 ;  this  figure 
is  246  less  than  in  the  previous  year  and  528  less  than 
the  average  for  the  past  five  years.  The  names  of  920 
medical  men  have  disappeared  from  the  Register  during 

1929  (26  less  than  the  average  ,  for  the  past .  twenty 
years).  The  usual  legal,  statistical  and  other  information 
is  included  in  the  volume.  The  Dentists  Register  for 
1930,  also  issued  by  the  General  Medical  Council  (12s., 
Constable  &  Co.,  Ltd.)  contains  14,381  names  (14,388  in: 
the  previous  year),  of  whom  6,825  are  registered  with 
medical,  surgical  or  dental  qualifications,  and  7,556  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Dentists  Acts,  1878  and  1921. 
During  the  past  twelve  months  248  persons  have  been, 
registered  with  qualifications  and  twenty-five  under  the 
Dentists  Act,  1921.  In  addition  one  Colonial  name  has 
been  added.  The  number  of  names  removed  from  the 
Register  is  573 ;  of  these  427  were  deleted  under  Section 
7  of  the  Dentists  Act,  1921,  and  six  under  Sections  12 
and  13  of  the  Dentists  Act,  1878.  The  Local  List  at 
the  end  of  the  volume  gives  under  town  headings^  the 
names  of  the  dentists  practising  in  each  place.  An  inset 
in  this  Register  gives  a  list  of  bodies  .corporate  carrying 
on  the  business  of  dentistry  on  January  1,  1930,  and  of 
directors  of  such  bodies  kept  under  .Section  5  (1)  (b)  of

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EMPIRE  PHARMACY 

AN  EMPIRICAL  POINT  OF  VIEW 
By  W.  H.  SAUNDERS,  F.C.S.,  F.R.G.S. 


THE  Empire  is  a  popular  subject  today.  The 
word  itself  is  fashionable  both  politically  and 
commercially.  It  has  even  become  common 
parlance  in  pharmaceutical  conversation.  In  Parliament 
the  spokesmen  of  "  Empire  regarded  as  an  economic 
whole  "  have  returned  from  the  wilderness  in  which 
they  have  sojourned  so  long.  Their  utterances  have 
been  listened  to  with  attention,  and  their  views  dis- 
cussed with  an  avidity  and  earnestness  unequalled  since 
the  days  when  Mr.  Joseph  Chamberlain  was  Colonial 
Secretary.  I  myself,  though  in  a  smaller  and  more 
modest  way,  have  been  for  the  best  part  of  my  life 
occupied  in  doing  what  little  I  could  to  help  forward 
the  idea  of  true  Empire  co-operation 

The  need  for  knowing 
conditions  overseas  arose 
in  my  case,  first  of  all  as 
part  of  the  development  of 
business.  Quite  soon,  how- 
ever, an  insistent  and  more 
altruistic  urge  to  know  the 
Empire  more  intimately 
became  stronger  in  me  than 
the  mere  desire  to  travel. 
I  found  myself  anxious  to 
know  the  Empire  first 
hand — by  study  on  the 
spot,  by  sojourning  on 
other  shores.  Because  of 
this  I  have  visited,  several 
times,  practically  all  our 
Dominions  and  Dependen- 
cies, including  Australia, 
New  Zealand,  South  Africa, 
Canada,  the  Malay  Straits 
and  the  British  Settlements 
in  China.  Only  this  month 
I  returned  home  from  a 
short  visit  to  the  West 
Indies,  and  even  there  I 
found,  the  question  raised 
in  this  article  one  of  pro- 
found concern.  What  a 
difference  it  makes  to 
study  such  a  vast  subject 
as  "  Empire  "  on  the 
in    itself !

spot  :  what  an  education 
Looking  back  on  my  own  views  of 
the  Empire  before  the  personal  experience  of  living 
in  the  countries  concerned,  and  the  knowledge 
born  of  it,  I  am  amazed  at  the  realisation  < 
how  little  I  comprehended  of  the  subject.  Mixing 
so  much  with  my  fellow  men,  I  know  that  the  know- 
ledge of  the  greater  number  of  Britishers  is  as  meagre 
as  was  mine  before  I  made  personal  contact  with  this 
wonderful  subject.  As  a  result  of  my  first  visits,  I 
realised  for  ever  that  the  question  of  Empire  is  not  a 
political  one,  nor  racial,  nor  even  only  an  economic  one 
but  entirely  domestic— absolutely  engrossing  in  its  in- 
timacy, and  infiltrated  with  thj  same  attributes  of  love, 
arlection,  unity  and  tenderness  as  must  reign  in  every 
home  if  it  is  to  lay  claim  to  any  degree  of  happiness 
and  collective  success. 

If  then,  this  is  an  accurate  reading  of  the  position 
which  truly  exists  between  the  family  circle  to  which 
we  give  the  name  "  Empire,"  it  follows  that  professional 
politicians— seeking  only  to  make  bargains  in  preferences 
tor  their  own  nationals— have  still  far  to  go.  It  would 
perhaps  be  an  exaggeration  to  say  that  the  Colonies 
place  any  business  with  the  Motherland  merely  because 
of  sentiment.  At  the  same  time,  there  is  no  doubt  that 
a  very  strong  feeling  of  attachment  induces  them  to 
give  a  decided  preference  to  the  Homeland  whenever 
possible.     I  his  feeling  is  possibly  more  accentuated  in 


New  Zealand  than  in  any  other  parts  of  the  Common- 
wealth but  I  have  found  every  one  of  them  ready  to 
respond  and  reach  up  to  a  gesture  of  goodwill. 

This  propensity  to  appreciate  a  genuine  gesture  seems 
to  me  the  point  where  the  consideration  of  the  question 
oi  Empire  pharmacy  and  reciprocity  of  qualifications 
may  start.  It  is  a  subject  in  which  I  am  murh 
interested  and  which  causes  me  considerable  concern 
My  own  view  tends  towards  the  thought  that  perhaps 
there  must  come  a  gesture  from  the  Mother  Country 
giving  rather  than  expecting,  realising  that  reciprocity 
between  Empire  units  must  eventually  come  in  all 
things,  whether  it  be  pharmacy,  trade,  profession  or 
government,   before  the  great  ideal    of    Empire  unity 

materialises  into  an  accom- 
plished fact.  What  form 
can  this  gesture  take,  if  it 
is  to  be  the  first  step  to- 
wards a  settlement  in 
pharmacy  of  what  will 
otherwise  yearly  became  a 
more  urgent  question? 

A  courageous  step,  it 
seems  to  me,  would  be  for 
our  Pharmaceutical  Socie- 
ty (the  mother  of  world 
pharmacy)  to>  summon  its 
children  from  all  parts  of 
the  Dominions,  Dependen- 
cies and  Colonies  to  an 
Empire  Pharmaceutical 
Conference,  mainly  de- 
voted to  the  question  of 
reciprocity  of  qualifica- 
t  i  o  n  s  .  Many  things, 
always  urged  in  forensic 
disputes,  could  be  put 
against  such  a  suggestion 
— expense,  distance,  repre- 
sentation, etc. ;  but,  with 
goodwill  and  a  desire  for 
results,  the  scheme  is  just 
as  capable  of  realisation  as 
many  other  similar  inter- 
national conferences  of 
made.      In    my  repeated

"  round  the  world  "  tours  I  have  been  forced 
to  discuss  this  subject  wherever  pharmacists  are 
met  together.  The  desire  that  the  qualification  should 
be  standardised  and  universal  is  gaining  momentum 
daily.  I  may  say  that  I  have  never  been  met  with  a 
claim  that  the  standard  should  be  lower  than  the  British  : 
always  it  is  that  the  Australian,  South  African,  New 
Zealand,  West  Indian  or  other  pharmacists  shall  have 
the  opportunity  of  qualifying  for  the  British  examina- 
tions, by  which  means  the  profession  of  pharmacy  would 
be  standardised  throughout  the  Empire  by  being  up- 
lifted to  the  British  level  and  dignity.  The  men  who 
,  are  in  the  front  of  this  movement  make  no  claim  for 
preference,  nor  equivalents,  nor  necessarily  any  special 
consideration  of  their  immediate  local  problems.  They 
labour  under  a  sense  of  inferiority  and  want  it  ended. 
They  have  a  feeling  of  isolation  which  is  out  of  joint 
with  their  new-found  dignity.  They  desire,  above  all 
other  things,  to  be  pharmaceuticaliy  "  in  the  fold,"  and 
they  seek  enthusiastically  to  add  their  quota  to  the 
development  of  their  profession,  which  they  hold  in  as 
much  honour  and  esteem  as  their  prototypes  in  Britain. 
That,  in  a  phrase,  is  their  dearest  wish— to  be  "  Brothers 
in  Pharmacy."' 

One  has  not  to  go  far  for  an  example  of  this  feeling, 
nor  is  there  any  lack  of  evidence  of  the  deleterious 
effect  which  a  continued  bandying  with  this  question  is 
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likely  to  provoke.  South  Africa  has  long  had  this 
ardent  desire  for  reciprocity  in  pharmaceutical  qualifi- 
cation with  Great  Britain,  but  failing  any  progress  she 
has  (since  January  1,  1929)  placed  an  embargo  on  the 
feitiih  qualification  with  the  result  that  a  British  phar- 
maceutical chemist  or  chemist  and  diuggist  is  no 
E  permitted  to  practise  pharmacy  in  South 
Srlcl  without  additionally  passing  the  qua  if y- 
ini  examination  of  the  South  African  Pharmaceutical 
S^iety  In  other  words,  the  leaders  of  pharmacy  in 
South  Africa  have  realised  that  with  a  modern  colonial 
development  such  as  they  now  possess  they  have  left 
f01  ever  the  system  which  keeps  their  door  wide  open 
for  the  British  qualification,  whilst  the  door  pf  Bloom- 
W  Square  is  closed,  bolted  and  barred  against  them 
UnTortanately  their  action  is  likely  to  be  a  lead  to  he 
other  Colonies;  nor  can  it  be  supposed  that  even  the 
Sng  position  in  South  Africa  will  continue  for  long. 
Th  posiL  has  not  arisen  because  they  refuse  co- 
operation: indeed,  they  seek  it-but  on  terms  of 
Nullity  The  time  will  come  when  approaches  from 
Xer  directions  may  find  them  willing  to  reciprocate. 

Cinchona  and  Quinine 
in  India 

The  report  of  the  Botanical  Survey  of  ^ 
year  1928-29  shows  that  during  the  year  214  600  lb.  ot 
bark  were  received  from  Java.,  of  which  118,000  lb. 
were  Tent  to  the  Bengal  factory  and  95  000  lb  to  the 
Eras  factory  The  Government  of  India's  own 
JSon  t  l  Mergui  District,  Burma  had I  during 
the  year  a  stock  of  116,000  lb.  of  bark  of  which 
109  000  lb  were  harvested.  The  Government  of  India 
total  stock  of  quinine  sulphate  purchase as  such  and 
obtained  from  Java  and  Burma  bark  at  the  close  of  the 
year  was  340,000  b.  quinine  sulphate,  and  2^!,0UU  lb.  cm 
chona  febrifuge.  During  the  year  32,000  lb.  of  quinine  sul- 
phate were  issued,  afainst  18,000  lb  in  the  .  previous 
?ear  The  actual  receipts  from  the  sale  of  quinine  sul- 
phate amounted  to  a  little  less  than  Es.  4  lakhs,  against 
3,35,000  rupees  in  the  previous'  year. 

Conditions  op  Plantations 
A  year's  steady  progress  in  experiment  in  the  nursery 
and  field  marks  certain  definite  stages  reached  in  our 
knowledge  of  cinchona  under  South  Burma  conditions 
The  molt  important  result  achieved  is  a  knowledge  of 
what  cinchona,  already  free  of  disease,  will  withstand 
in  the  way  of  adverse  weather  conditions.  1  he  end  ot 
the  year  saw  a  long  period  of  rainless  weather,  during 
which  little  by  little  a  large  area  of  the  plant  reached 
almost  leafless  condition.  In  order  to  minimise  the  risk 
of  collar  disease,  shallow  planting  had  been  carried  out 
wholesale,  and  the  surface  rooting,  combined  with  the 
long  absence  of  rain,  threw  an  unusually  heavy  strain

The  results  of  a  year's  solid  work  and  of  all  trie 
years  preceding  it  in  this  effort  seem  for  the  moment 
in  danger  of  being  lost  through  failure  to  overcome  the 
financial  and  other  difficulties  associated  with  consump- 
tion of  the  drug,  and  it  can  only  be  hoped  that  the 
forthcoming  examination  of  responsibilities  for  all  India 
quinine,  will  lead  to  a  more  settled  and  liberal  quinine 
policy,  and  that  a  means  may  be  found  satisfactory  to 
the  large  interests  of  public  health  no  less  than  to  the 
financial  interests  of  different  Governments.     It  is  time 
perhaps  to  call  a  halt  and  reflect  whither  all  this  leads. 
''We  seem'  to  have  moved  away  from  the  spirit  01 
the  efforts  of  the  three  quarters  of  a  century  ago  when 
the  object  was  a  cheap  and  plentiful  supply  of  febrifuge 
to  the  poor,  and  perhaps  it  cannot  do  harm  here  to 
Recall  the  original  philanthropic  object  responsible  tor 
the  cinchona  eff  rt.    The  facts  known  to  all  who  have 
experience  are  that  the  poor  cannot  afford  the  drug  at 
the  price  asked  and  that  charitable  dispensaries  have  to 
turn  the  malaria  stricken  away  or  with  doses  inadequate 
to  their  needs.    There  can  be  no  worse  advertisement 
for  quinine,  not  even  its  presence  in  nostrums  on  sale 
to  allay  the  fever  that  Government  quinine  is  blamed 
for .  producing."

Report  on  the  February  Analytical  Exercise 

To  Correspondents 

E  W  Fairbrother.— It  is  not  clear  from  your  report 
that  you  boiled  the  mixture  after  adding  ammonium 
acetate  and  excess  of  ferric  chloride  to  remove  the 
phosphoric  acid  radical.  After  boiling  and  filtering  at 
this  stage  the  filtrate  should  be  free  from  iron  and 
aluminium. 

A  W  Bull.— Chromium  and  aluminium,  had  they 
been  present  in  the  powder,  would  not  be  in  the 
filtrate  in  which  you  tested  for  them.  See  the  general 
remarks.  Note  also  that  lead  acetate  is  only  _  a  test 
for  chromium  as  chromate,  and  not  as  chromic  salt. 
Why  test  for  sulphate  in  a  substance  which  contains 
barium  and  dissolves  completely  in  dilute  hydrochloric 

aCTuT—  The   effervescence   with   concentrated  sulphuric 
acid  was  mainly  due  to  hydrochloric  acid,  not  to  car- 
bon dioxide.    You  detected  barium,  but  returned  stron- 
tium instead  in  your  summary.    Read  the  last  sentence 
of  the  reply  immediately  preceding. 

Metropolis.— It  is  difficult  to  understand  how  you 
failed  to  obtain  any  precipitate  with  ammonium  chloride 
and  ammonia  as  group  reagents,  and  were  led  to  carry 
out  the  analysis  as  if  the  mixture  did  not  contain  a 
phosphate.  ,  ...... 

Agricola.— The  precipitate  which  you  supposed  to  con- 
sist of  lead  sulphate  was,  no  doubt  bismuth  oxychlonde. 

Foy.— Do  not  overlook  the  fact  that  bismuth  solutions 
give  a  yellow  precipitate  with  potassium  chromate.  This 
precipitate,  unlike  lead,  chromate,  is  insoluble  in  sodium 
hydroxide  solution.  ,.  „ 

Tayside— You  appear  to  have  been  too  easily  satisfied 
as  to  the  presence  of  an  oxalate.  The  precipitate  formed 
on  the  addition  of  ferric  chloride  in  testing  for  acidic 
radicals  was  ferric  phosphate.  Examine  the  behaviour 
of  bismuth  solutions  with  potassium  iodide. 

Bob.— You  tested  for  zinc-group  metals  in  working  up 
the  phosphate  precipitate,  where  these  metals  should  not 
be  and  you  omitted  to  test  for  them  in  the  filtrate  from 
the  ammonium  chloride  and  ammonia  precipitate,  where, 
if  present  in  the  powder,  they  should  be.  bee  the 
general  remarks.  . 

Mist.  Bismuthi.— The  presence  of  bismuth  perhaps 
suggested  the  presence  of  the  nitric  acid  radical;  but 
it  was  absent.  , 
The  Philosopher.— Your  report  shows  that  you  did 
not  carry  out  a  proper  systematic  analysis.  It  will 
not  do  to  add  each  group  reagent  to  a  separate  portion 
of  the  original  acid  solution.  Separations  on  a  definite 
system  must  be  carried  out.  . 

Scrophulariace33  and  Nusqtjam.— A  solution  ot 
ammonium  molybdate,  which  failed  to  give  any  indica- 
tion of  the  presence  of  a  phosphate,  requires  attention. 
Test  it  with  a  known  phosphate.  _ 

Rami  —You  mention  the  absence  of  an  ammonium  salt 
as  having  been  proved,  but  your  report  does  not  con: 
tain  any  evidence  to  that  effect. 

Succus  Scoparii.— Read  the  general  remarks  on  the 
testing  for  zinc-group  metals  in  phosphate  mixtures. 

Arduits  ad.— See  the  last  sentence  of  the  reply  to 
A.  W.  Bull. 

Aldehyde.— You  should  have  been  careful  not  to 
report  as  present  in  the  original  mixture  the  sodium 
which  you  had  added  as  sodium  acetate  during  tne  course 
of  your  analysis.  Y\

•    Inquiry  Concluded 

The  inquiry  into  the  application  of  the  British  Paper 
Box  Manufacturers'  Federation  for  an  Order  under 
Part  II  of  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1926,  re- 
quiring that  imported  paper  "boxes,  etc.,  should  be 
marked  with  an  indication  of  their  origin,  was  con- 
cluded on  Monday,  February  24,  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trade  under  the 
Act,  and  presided  over  by  Sir  Hubert  Llewellyn  Smith, 
K.C.B.  (The  earlier  proceedings  were  reported  in  the 
C\  &  D.  for  February  22,  p.  231,  and  March  1,  p.  263.) 

Mr.  N.  L.  Macaskie,  K.C.,  submitted  on  behalf  of  the 
Electrical  Importers'  and  Traders'  Association,  who 
opposed  the  application,  that  of  all  the  applications  that 
had  come  before  the  Committee  the  present  one  had  the 
least  merit. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Morris  (opposing  on  behalf  of  the  Food 
Manufacturers'  Federation  and  the  Manufacturing  Con- 
fectioners' Alliance)  adopted  much  of  the  argument  put 
forward  by  Mr.  Macaskie,  because  it  was  applicable  to 
the  interests  of  the  manufacturers  he  represented. 
Emphasising  the  undesirability  of  making  an  Order  for 
the  marking  of  imported  boxes  and  containers,  he  said 
that  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act  was  designed  in  the 
interests  of  the  consuming  public,  but  not  one  repre- 
sentative of  the  consumino-  public  had  supported  the 
application  by  evidence. 

Commenting  on  the  point  that  imported  containers, 
when  imported  full,  were  to  be  exempt  from  marking, 
as  distinct  from  containers  imported  empty,  he  urged 
that  that  exemption  was  a  complete  concession  of  the 
claim  made  by  the  opponents  that  it  was  the  contents 
alone  with  which  the  purchasers  were  concerned.  Again, 
a  good  deal  of  the  raw  material  used  by  British  box 
manufacturers  was  imported ;  surely,  if  the  public 
desired  to  know  the  origin  of  a  box,  they  desired  to 
know  also  the  origin  of  the  material. 

Mr.  Faraday  (for  the  applicants)  pointed  out  that 
the  applicants  did  not  make  strawboard,  and  they  had 
not  the  statutory  right  to  make  an  application  for  the 
marking  of  imported  raw  material. 

Dealing  with  advertisements  of  goods  sold  in  imported 
containers,  Mr.  Morris  pointed  out  that,  under  the 
Merchandise  Marks  Act,  if  one  advertised  for  sale  im- 
ported goods  of  a  particular  brand  or  make  or  under  a 
specific  designation,  to  which  goods  a  marking  Order 
applied,  the  advertisements  must  contain  an  indication 
of  the  origin  of  the  goods.  Thus,  if  an  advertisement 
bore  an  illustration  of  any  goods  in  an  imported  con- 
tainer, there  must  be  an  indication  that  that  container 
■was  imported  (assuming  the  present  application 
succeeded). 

Discussing  the  prejudicial  effect  which  the  marking  of 
imported  boxes  would  have  upon-  the  trade  of  this 
country,  he  said  it  was  hoped  by  the  applicants  that 
the  word  "  foreign  "  on  imported  boxes  used  by  British 
manufacturers  would  be  "  an  outward  and  visible  sign 
of  an  inward  and  material  disgrace."  Reference  had 
been  made  by  the  applicants  to  the-  use  in  Canada  of 
boxes  and  cartons  marked  with  an  indication  of  English 
origin.  It  might  be  all  right  in  Canada  to  indicate  that 
the  boxes  used  were  made  in  the  Motherland,  but  it 
was  a  different  matter  to  use  in  England  boxes  which 
bore  an  indication  of  foreign  origin.  Again,  there  were 
manufacturers  of  various  goods  in  this  country  who 
made  a  great  many  of  their  own  boxes,  bought  others 
from  British  manufacturers,  and  imported  quite  a  small 
proportion,  the  importations  being  restricted  to  boxes 
of  particular  types.  If  a  firm  imported  only  a  very 
small  proportion  of  their  requirements,  could  there  be 
any  other  reason  for  doing  so  than  economics,  or  the 
fact  that  such  boxes  could  not  be  obtained  in  this 
country  ? 

Mr.  W.  B.  Faraday  (summing  up  on  behalf  of  the 
applicants)  said  the  emphasis  which  certain  of  the 
opponents'  witnesses  had  laid  on  the  contention  that  an 
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indication  of  origin  on  foreign-made  boxes  and  wrappers 
would  prejudice  their  trade  was  clear  evidence  of  the 
public  desire  to  buy  British  goods  and  the  public  objec- 
tion to  buying  things  which  were  not  British ;  it  pro- 
vided proof  that  the  British  box  manufacturers,  by 
making  this  application  for  a  marking  Order,  were 
carrying  out  the  very  earnest  wishes  of  the  British 
public.  There  was  the  opportunity,  in  the  absence  of 
marking,  for  deception  as  to  the  origin  of  the  goods, 
because  there  was  a  large  amount  of  factoring  of  boxes, 
and  when  they  were  bought  from  wholesale  houses  the 
buyers  did  not  know  by  whom  they  were  made.  Further, 
there  was  no  shadow  of  pretence  by  any  of  the  opponents' 
witnesses  that  there  was  any  difference  in  the  appear- 
ance or  method  of  manufacture  of  British  and  foreign 
boxes. 

As  to  the  extent  of  the  importation,  he  regretted  that 
figures  were  not  available.  The  main  items  of  importa- 
tion were  the  box  flats,  which  were  stitched  in  this 
country,  and  the  flat  boxes  which  were  imported  in  the 
flat  condition  and  fitted  •  together  here.  These  were 
imported  as  sheets,  and  it  had  been  stated  that  thousands 
of  tons  were  imported  into  this  country  from  one  firm 
in  Holland,  but,  unfortunately,  there  were  no  separate 
returns  so  that  this  importation  could  be  identified. 

Marking  Imported  Strawboard 

With  regard  to  the  suggestions  made  by  the  opponents 
as  to  the  marking  of  imported  strawboard,  he  said  the 
applicants  were  not  makers  of  strawboard,  and  there- 
fore had  no  right  to  ask  that  it  should  be  marked ; 
they  would  not  have  the  slightest  objection  to  the  British 
strawboard  manufacturers  applying  for  a  marking  Order. 

Dealing  with  the  suggestion  of  the  opponents  that  a 
mark  of  origin  on  containei's  would  confuse  the  public 
and  lead  them  to  think  that  the  contents  also  "  were 
foreign,  he  pointed  out  that  no  evidence  of  this  had  been 
forthcoming;  indeed,  the  evidence  seemed  to  point  en- 
tirely in  the  other  direction,  for  there  was  no  difficulty 
of  that  sort  in  Canada,  so  far  as  he  knew,  as  the  result 
of  the  marking  of  containers  imported  into  that,  country. 
A  peculiarity  of  the  trade  in  cartons  was  that  they 
were  all  made  to  meet  special  orders  from  the  users, 
because  they  had  to  be  printed  and  shaped  by  the  manu- 
facturers to  the  special  requirements  of  the  users.  If 
the_  users  had  not  the  sense  to  ensure  that  the  marks  on 
their  own  containers  indicated  clearly  that  the  containers 
only,  and  not  the  ultimate  contents,  were  foreign,  then 
they  deserved  to  suffer. 

In  urging  that  the  Committee  should  recommend  an 
Order  requiring  the  foreign  containers  to  bear  the  marks 
at  the  time  of  importation,  and  not  merely  at  the  time 
of  sale  or  of  exposure  for  sale  in  this  country,  he  said 
it  was  more  convenient  that'  they  should  be  marked 
during  manufacture,  because  then  the  marks  could  be 
applied  without  detracting  from  the  general  appeirarce 
of  the  containers,  whereas  if  the  marks  were  applied  by 
stamps  in  this  country  after  importation  the  appearance 
might  be  affected.  Furthermore,  it  would  be  cheaper 
to  print  the  marks  during  manufacture. 

The  inquiry  was  concluded,  and  the  Committee  will 
report  to  the  Board  of  Trade  in  due  course.

Ghazipur  Opium  Factory 
The  Secretary  of  State  for  India  (Mr.  Wedgwood 
Benn)  informed  Mr.  Day  on  March  10  that  in  the  twelve 
months  ended  with  September,  1928,  916  lb.  of  alkaloids 
of  opium  were  manufactured  at  Ghazipur.  The  proceeds 
of  sales  during  that  period  were  Rs.  97,463.  None  was 
exported  except  to  the  United  Kingdom,  and  since  the 
period  in  question  export  has  been  suspended.

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  im- 
porters or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original 
packages.

THE  unsatisfactory  state  of  British  foreign  trade  was  again 
reflected  in  the  Board  of  Trade  Returns -f or  February,  which 
certainly  make  a  poor  showing  against  J ariuary,  even  allow- 
ing for  the  fewer  days.  The  few  favourable  items  include  a 
laFge  increase  in  coal  exports,  in  contrast  to  the  serious  loss 
shown  in  textiles,  chiefly  Lancashire  goods.    Taking  the  two 
months,  the  value  of  imports  at  over,  £190.000,000  is  well 
over  £17,000,000  below  the  same  period  in  1929  while  exports 
valued  at  over  £110,000,000  are  down  by  fully  £12,250,000. 
In  the  commodity  markets,  sugar,  after  being  unsettled  and 
easier,  became  firmer  on  better  American  cables  indicating 
increased  activity  in  refined.     Rubber  stocks  had  another 
large  increase  and  the  market  fell  back  on  a  small  demand 
In    crude   drugs,    buying    is   quite   hand   to   mouth,  and 
under  present  conditions  wholesalers  and  dealers  are  carry- 
ing as  little  stock  as  possible,  pending  a  return  of  con- 
fidence.   Among  the  price  changes  is  a  further  advance  in 
Norwegian  cod-liver  oil  on  continued  poor  fishing  results, 
with  buyers  showing  more  interest,    Kordofan  gum  acacia 
is  lower  owing  to  lack  of  demand,  and  sellers  are  anxious 
to    make    progress.    Agar-agar    is   firmer,    and  carnauba 
wax  is  offered  at  cheaper  prices.     Sicilian  lemon  oil  is 
offered    at    again   lower   prices;    Japanese  dementholisei 
peppermint  oil   is  steady,   while   palmarosa   to   arrive  is 
cheaper    Business  in  the  pharmaceutical  group  of  chemi- 
cals shows  no  improvement,  the  chief  alteration  being  a 
decline  in  the  price  of  citric  acid  due  to  a  fall  ra  value 
of  raw  material.

The  "  Gazzetta  Uffieiale "  of  February  15  contains  a 
decree^law  which,  with  a  view  to  alleviating  the  crisis 
in .  the  oil  industry,  increases  the  Customs  duty  on  olive 
oil  imported  into  Italy  from  22|  to  33f  gold  lire  per  100 
kilos.  The  manufacturing  tax  on  seed  oils  (and  the  cor- 
responding import  surtax  on  imported  seed  oils)  is  at  the 
same  time  raised  from  15  to  65  lire  per  100  kilos.

A  New  Ruling  on  Formula  Disclosure 

Sir, — In  your  admirable  leading  article  on  the  ukase 
just  issued  by  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  you 
put  the  pertinent  question  :  "  By  what  authority  are  the 
words  of  an  Act  of  Parliament  given  an  interpretation 
which  is  clearly  in  conflict  with  what  the  High  Court 
has  declared  to  be  the  meaning  of  these  words?  "  The 
answer  is  to  be  found  in  Lord  Hewart's  recently  published 
book  on  "  The  New  Despotism."  The  Lord  Chief  Justice 
seeks  to  arouse  public  attention  to  the  alarming  extent 
to  which  Government  departments  are  endeavouring  to 
override  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  and  to  arrogate 
to  themselves  the  right  to  issue  regulations  and  restric- 
tions which  shall  have  the  force  of  law  and  from  which 
there  shall  be  no  appeal.  The  pronouncement  of  the 
Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  is  a  striking  example  of 
the  need  for  Lord  Hewart's  warning,  and  the  only  way 
to  test  the  validity  of  the  Board's  ruling  is  to  submit  a 
test  case  to  the  Courts  without  delay. — I  am,  etc.,

Scammony,  Jalap  and  Podophyllum  Resins 

Qm> — I  fully  appreciate  the  courteous  manner  in  which 
Messrs.  T.  &  H.  Smith  refer  to  my  note  on  B.P. 
resins.  It  is  quite  possible  that  the  amount  indicated  as 
insoluble  in  ether  may  be  magnified  by  long  maceration, 
by  the  more  soluble  amorphous  state  changing  to  the 
less  soluble  crystalline-  state;  but  if  the  short  period 
gives  reasonably  constant  results  it  seems  to  be  prefer- 
able. It  might  be  better  in  the  case  of  scammony  to 
say  thirty  rather  than  fifteen  minutes,  but  I  should 
say  not  longer.  If  high  percentage  of  insoluble  is  due 
to  a  peculiarity  in  the  root  it  would  be  interesting 
to  have  a  sample  of  the  same.  As  regards  resin  of 
podophyllum,  I  should  decidedly  deprecate  any  increase 
in  time  beyond  the  half-hour,  in  determining  insoluble 
in  liq.  ammonia;.  The  gradual  disappearance  of  the 
picropodophyllin  (or  whatever  it  may  be)  on  long  macera- 
tion, is  evidently  diie  to  a  change  in  the  substance, 
probably  hydrolysis,  not  to  solubility  in  the  usual  sense. 
The  figures  given  in  my  note  are  in  accordance  with 
our  own  experience,  but  they  require  confirmation  by 
other  workers  before  being  accepted  as  definitive.

SIR; — We  are  interested  to  see  that  T.  &  H.  Smith, 
Ltd.,  confirm  our  own  experience  of  the  very  great 
variation  of  the  proportion  of  scammony  resin  soluble 
in  ether  in  different  batches.  We,  also,  found  that 
much  of  the  1929  crop  gave  an  exceptionally  insoluble 
resin,  and  this  was  the  case  in  1925  as  well,  and  our 
figures  are  similar  to  theirs.  Neither  Mr.  Dott  nor 
Messrs.  T.  &  H.  Smith  deal  with  one  question  which 
was  raised  by  Messrs.  Deane  and  Edmonton,  viz.,  what 
is  the  value  of  the  test  at  all  ?  A  test  that  gives 
results  between  2  per  cent,  and  70  per  cent,  for  what 
there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  are  resins  obtained  from 
the  same  plant,  is,  on  the  face  of  it,  useless,  since 
there  is  no  evidence  of  any  connection  between  ether- 
solubility  and  physiological  action.  If,  however,  the 
test  is  to  be  retained,  we  agree  that  the  conditions 
should  be  strictly  defined.  With  regard  to  the  tests  for 
jalap  and  podophyllum  resins,  we  also  agree  with  the 
writer  of  the  previous  letter.— Yours  faithfully.

Things  Done  Better  in  Scotland 

Sir —The    abstract    of    the    address    delivered  to 
the    Greenock    Chemists'    Association   by    Mr.    A.  B. 


Gilmour  (0.  &  D.,  March  1,  p.  250)  provides  an 
excellent  opportunity  to  compare  the  conditions  of 
Insurance  work  as  carried  out  in  Scotland  with 
those  south  of  the  Border.  The  first  outstanding 
item  is  shown  by  the.  fact  that  the  Scottish  chemists, 
having  been  sufficiently  united  and  far.-seeing  not  to 
accept  the  so-called  "  commercial  "  tariff,  get.  a  net  profit 
of  20  per  cent.  This  bears  out  the  arguments  which  have 
been  put  forward,  many  times  that  in  England  there  is  no 
definite  profit  on '.the  work,  as.  with  us  the  cost  of  drugs 
and  fees  are  also  approximately  equal,  but  there  is  no 
profit  on  materials,  while  in  Scotland  the  £40  for  fees  is 
definitely  classed  as  in  respect  of  professional  time  and 
skill  required  for  dispensing,  or  in  plain  language  wages ; 
in  England  we  are  expected  to  reckon  this  amount  as 
profit.°  The  fallacy  is  obvious.  The  other  conditions, 
with  one  exception,  seem  to  be  about  the  same;  this 
exception  is  that  in  the  North  the  6-oz.  mixture  is  the 
most  popular,  probably  because  the'  doctors  in  Scotland 
iLT-y  more  used  to  issuing  prescriptions  than  they  are  here, 
where  the  greater  number  of  scripts  for  mixtures  call  for 
12-oz.  tablespoon  dose.  This  has  been  explained  from  the 
fact  that  such  a  size  lasts  eight  days,  and  therefore  the 
patient  only  makes  one  visit  to  the  surgerya  week,  but 
it  is  an  open  question,  whether  the  waste  involved  fre- 
quently by  prescribing  such  large  sizes  does  not  more  than 
balance  the  saving  in  dispensing  fees.  _  Since  the  more 
recent  campaign  for  economy  in  prescribing  began  I  note 
that  some  doctors  are  now  ordering  10-oz.  tablespoons, 
these  being  one  dose  short  in  the  seven  days,  and  econo- 
mising to  the  extent  of  two  ounces  of  mixture  weekly. 
Mixtures  form  the  bulk  of  the  medicine  prescribed  in 
Scotland  as  here  and  the  ingredients  most  frequently 
called  for  are  practically  the  same,  but  another  interesting 
point  is  that  22  per  cent,  of  the  prescriptions  contained 
onlv  one  ingredient. — Faithfully  yours,

I  have  a 
good  position  as  manager  of  an  old-established  business 
in  a  country  town  where  the  turnover  remains  about  the 
same  year  in  and  year  out.    My  salary  is  £6  10s.  a 
week,  and  my  position  is  a  permanency,  as  far  as  onu 
can  judge.    I  have  recently  inherited  a  sum  of  money 
which  makes  my  available  capital  abi.ut  £500,  and  this 
fact  causes  my  dilemma.    Should  I  stay  where  I  am,  in 
a  comfortable  berth  with  a  reasonable  wage,  contented 
to  jog  along  as   an   employee,   or   should  I  give  my 
ambition  rein  and  get  into  business  on  my  own  account/ 
I  would  like  to  be  my  own  "boss,"  of  course;  but 
when  I  read  each  week  of  the  numbers  of  businesses 
for  sale,  all  doing  less  than  £30  a  week,  it  makes  me 
wonder  if  I   could  possibly  make   (with  such  limited 
capital)  anything  like  the  sum,  in  profit,  that  I  now 
get  in  salary,  even  after  some  years.  .  Is  it  better  to 
buy  a  partnership  in  an  established  business  than  to 
embark  on  one's  own,  or  is  it  best  to  carry  on  in  a 
good  job  and  save  one's  money  for  old  age  ?    1  realise 
that  there  are  several  points  of  view,  but  would  much

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The  Use  of  the  Chemist's  Windows 

Sir, — "Exploited,"  in  his  letter  published  in  your 
issue  of  March  1,  quotes  two  instances  of  alleged  ex- 
ploitation of  the  advertiser — (1)  after  securing  an  initial 
distribution  advancing  the  wholesale  price  or  offering 
goods  in  smaller  sizes  to  bazaars  and  other  unqualified 
dealers*,  (2)  the  bonus  offer  made  for  window  display. 
Surely  these  cases  are  the  exception  rather  than  the 
rule,  and  the  chemist  has  the  remedy  in  his  own  hands 
by  not  interesting  himself  in  the  advertiser's  products. 

I  submit  that  an  advertiser  who  produces  an  article 
sold  at  a  price  which  gives  value  for  money,  protects 
it  underthe  P.A.T.A.,  allows  the  trade  advantageous 
terms,  gives  them  a  square  deal,  and  then  goes  out 
to  create  the  demand  through  his  advertising,  is  worthy 
of  the  full  support  of  the  trade.  By  a  square  deal,  I 
mean,  confines  his  distribution  through  legitimate 
channels  and  declines  to  allow  the  bazaars,  etc.,  to 
handle  the  line.  I  would  much  rather  have  the  con- 
tinued support  and  goodwill  of  the  chemists  throughout 
the  country  than  flirt  with  the  bazaars.  In  other  words, 
give  me  the  substance  of  the  chemists'  trade  rather  than 
the  shadow  of  the  bazaar  business.  Any  advertiser  who 
adopts  this  policy  is  acting  on  the  true  principles  of 
business  morality.  On  the  other  hand,  cases  are  not 
unknown  where  the  advertiser  is  exploited  by  the 
chemist.  The  demand  for  a  certain  product  is  created 
through  advertising  and  the  co-operation  of  the  chemist. 
Then  a  competitor  comes  along  with  an  unadvertised  imita- 
tion, probably  of  inferior  quality,  and  the  chemist  will 
order  this,  despite  the  fact  that  he  has  done  well  with 
the  advertised  line.  Mutual  support  should  be  the  axiom 
of  the  advertiser  and  the  chemist.  One  cannot  get  on 
without  the  other.  If  the  advertiser  gives  the  chemist 
a  fair  and  square  deal,  then  he  has  the  right  to  expect 
the  chemist  to  support  him  by  displaying  the  goods 
advertised  in  his  window.  There  are  numerous  cases 
where  big  business  has  been  built  up  on  these  lines  to 
the  mutual  advantage  of  the  chemist  and  the  advertiser.

Shop  Training 

Sm,— "Looker  On"  (G.  &  D.,  February  22,  p.  237) 
voices  once  more  the  complaint  that  modern  assistants 
are  frequently  found  wanting  in  routine  shop  work, 
and  I  must  say  that  my  own  experience  in  this  respect 
leads  me  much  to  the  same  conclusion,  although  I  do 
not  think  it  is  always  the  fault  of  the  assistants.  In 
my  apprenticeship  the  day  started  with  a  certain 
amount  of  dusting,  cleaning  the  syrup  bottles,  etc.  ; 
this  was  followed  by  filling  up  the  shop  rounds,  making 
solutions,  and  so  forth,  for  the  junior  apprentice,  while 
the  senior  attended  to  post  orders  and  made  out  lists 
of  stock  for  packing  or  ordering;  this  occupied  the 
better  part,  of  the  morning,  and  then  the  scripts  were 
dispensed  and  got  ready  for  the  midday  delivery ; 
the  afternoon  was  generally  divided  between  stock  and 
dispensing,  and  the  evening  between  the  counter  and 
dispensing.  In  this  way  we  had  an  insight  into  all 
branches  of  the  business.  Pills  were  made  in  four-gross 
lots,  powders- folded  in  grosses,  cod-liver  oil  emulsion 
made  by  the  gallon,  ointments  made  in  7-lb.  batches, 
tinctures  set  on  for  maceration.  In  addition  to  this 
there  was  a  good  deal  of  private  dispensing  and  also 


dispensing  on  contract  for  several  doctors,  so  after 
an  apprenticeship  of  this  kind  a  candidate  should  have 
no  difficulty  at  the  examination  in  practical  work.  But 
in  how  many  present-day  shops  could  such  training  be 
provided  ?  The  only  way  out  that  I  can  see  is  to  have  a 
recognised  list  of  pharmacies  suitable  for  the  training  of 
apprentices.  This  would  also  afford  a  simple  method  of 
reducing  the  number  of  entrants  to  pharmacy.

The  Photographic  Film  Controversy 

Sir, — We  were  interested  to  read  a  letter  in  the 
C.  &D.\  February  15,  p.  203,  from  Mr.  H.  M.  Tranmer, 
under  the  heading,  "A  Four-Exposure  Film  Wanted." 
There  are  certain  facts,  as  set  out  hereunder,  both  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  dealer  and  the  amateur,  that 
your  correspondent  has  overlooked.  Dealer;  (a)  Each 
sale  of  an  eight-exposure  film  represents  Is.  turnover 
instead  of  6d. ;  (b)  the  amateur  is  encouraged  to  make 
more  exposures  when  the  spool  is  already  in  position  in 
his  camera,  and  the  number  of  exposures  made  by  each 
individual  amateur  is  therefore  likely  to  show  an 
increase;  (c)  the  cost  to  the  dealer,  who  does  his  own 
work,  of  developing  an  eight-exposure  film  is  no  more 
than  for  four-exposure,  but  means  double  the  number  of 
prints  for  each  order  handled  (a  better  turnover  for  this 
difficult  class  of  counter  business);  (tf)  it  is  the  intention 
that  the  price  to  the  amateur  of  developing  the  eight- 
exposure  spool  shall  be  6d.  Is  the  average  dealer  who 
does  his  own  work,  or  the  trade  finisher  who  does  that 
work  for  him,  likely  to  be  satisfied  with  3d.  for  develop- 
ing a  four-exposure  spool?  (e)  the  cost  to  the  manufac- 
turer of  a  four-exposure  spool  would  obviously  be  quite 
out  of  proportion  to  the  cost  of  an  eight-exposure  spool. 
The  discount  now  allowed  to  the  dealer  would  therefore 
have  to  be  substantially  reduced,  thus  seriously  affecting 
his  margin  of  profit.  Amateur;  (a)  Gets  eight  pictures 
without  reloading;  (5)  cost  of  developing  will,  as  a 
general  rule,  be  6d.  in  both  cases,  that  is  for  four  or 
eight  exposures,  so  that  the  comparative  cost,  to  the 
amateur  for  the  first  print  with  four-  and  eight-exposure 
films  would  be  a,s  follows  ; —

Trade  Interests 


Sir, — There  seems  to  be  a  revival  of  interest  in  the 
position  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  regarding  trade 
matters  in  view  of  the  various  reversals  chemists  have 
had  recently  in  their  long-established  rights,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  something  more  than  words  will  come 
of  it.  After  the  famous  test  case  anything  savouring 
of  _trade  was  rigidly  ruled  out  of  the  scope  of  the 
Society's  activities,  and  the  pendulum  swung  too  far 
in  the  opposite  direction,  with  the  result  that  since 
then  practically  the  whole  of  the  work  has  been  with 
regard  to  education  and  examination,  and  the  interests 
of  the  pharmacists  after  qualification  have  been  left 
out  almost  entirely.^  Even  the  meetings  of  the  branches 
are  run  on  academic  lines ;  if  a  speaker  begins  to  say 
something  about  shop  work  there  is  an  immediate  cry 
of  "Trade!"  and  it  is  ruled  out.  It  would  seem", 
however,  that  what  the  Society  is  really  forbidden  to 
do  is  to  take  part  in  any  regulation  of  selling  prices, 
assistants'  wages,  and  such  matters,  and  it  should  be 
quite  possible  for  the  Council  to  take  cognisance,  and 
action  if  necessary,  in  such  things  as  the  unstamped 
proprietary  question,  the  vending  of  spirituous  medi- 
cines by  unqualified  traders,  and  other  things  of  this 
nature  which  have  acted  to  the  detriment  of  pharma- 
cists in  business.— Yours  truly,

L.  P.  .(3/1).—  In  order  to  obtain  payment  for  dispens- 
ing insurance  prescriptions  a  chemist  must  enter  into 
contract  with  the '  Insurance  Committee  withm  whose 
area  the  prescriptions  are  issued,  and  if  the  chemist  is 
on  the  borders  of  two  or  more  areas  he  .must  contract 
with  each  committee  for  whom  he  is  likely  to  dispense 
prescriptions.    Thus,   a  chemist  situated   in  a  County 
Borouo-h  (town)  with  a  county  area  should  enter  ,  into 
agreement  with  both  the  Borough  and  the  County  Insur- 
ance Committee  before  beginning  to  undertake  the  dis- 
pensing of  the  insurance  prescriptions  issued  to  persons 
in   these  areas.    If   a  chemist   situated   in   a  County 
Borough,  and  under  contract  with  the  Borough  Insurance 
Committee   only,    dispenses   prescriptions   presented  to 
him  by  insured  persons  resident  outside  the  borough  area 
but  within  the  county  area  (e.g.,  a  rural  district  adjoin- 
ing a  large  town)  he  may  find  that,  at  the  end  of  the 
month    when   he   presents    these   prescriptions    to  the 
County  Insurance  Committee,   payment  for  them  will 
be  refused.    The  Clerk  of  the  County  Committee  will 
be  acting  correctly  in  so  refusing  payment  because  the 
chemist  has  no  contract  with  the  Committee.

Sesquiterpene  Alcohols  is  the  name  given  to  a  group  of 
alcohols,  which  are  the  hydroxy!  derivatives  of  the  sesqui- 
terpenes. -  They  have  the  common  formula  C15H240.  A 
few  closely  .related  alcohols  with  the  formula  C15H260  are 
also  included  in  this  group.  The  most  important  sesqui- 
terpene alcohols  are  as  follows  :— 

Santalol.— This  is  found  in  two  isomeric  forms,  in 
sandalwood  oil  from  Santalum  album.  Both  forms  are 
primary  unsaturated  alcohols,  a-santalol  being  dicyclic, 
and  5-santalol  being  tricyclic.  The  characters  of'  this 
alcohol  are  : —

The  figures  given  for  "  commercial  "  santalol  are  those 
for  samples  prepared  from  sandalwood  oil  by  fractional 
distillation  by  Schimmel.  The  two  santalols  can  be  separ- 
ated by  fractional  distillation  followed  by  conversion  of 
the  impure  fractions  into  the  hydrogen  phthalate  and  then 
into,. the. strychnine  salt.  The  strychnine  salt  is  purified 
by  repeated  recrysallisation,  and  the  pure  alcohol  is  then 
obtained  by  saponification. 

Awyrol  is  the  name  given  to  the  alcohols  from  the  so- 
called  West  Indian  sandalwood  oil.  It  is  probably  a  mix- 
Pf  two  alcohols  of  the  formulae  C15H240  and 
pi^ziQ.  respectively.  The  higher  boiling  of  these  has 
boiling  point  299°,  specific  gravity  0.987,  and  optical  rota- 
tion +3b°,  and  appears  to  be  the  alcohol  with  the  formula 
'-'isHj^.O.  The  characters  of  amyrol  are  :  Specific  gravity 
0  980  to  0.982;  optical  rotation  +27°;  boiling  point  at 
748  mm.,  299°-301° ;  boiling  point  at  11  mm.,  151°-152°. 

Cedrol  has  the  formula  C,,H2(.0  and  is  obtained  from 
-  oedarwood  oil  (Juniperus  virginiana)  and  some  other 
closely  related  oils.  Its  characters  are  :— Melting  point, 
86-87';  boiling  point,  291-294°;  at  8  mm.,  157-160°  • 
specific  rotation  (chloroform),  +9°  31'.  Cedrol  if  heated 
with  phenyl-isocyanate  to  nearly  boiling  point  yields  a 
phenylurethane,  The  sesquiterpene  cedrene  is  obtained 
by  dehydration  with  phosphoric  acid.  Systematic  frac- 
tionation of  the  oil  yields  a  physical  isomer  of  oedrol, 
named  pseudocedrol,  which  accumulates  in  the  fraction 
distilling  between  147-152°  at  9  mm.  It  is  a  saturated 
tertiary  alcohol  with  :— Specific  gravity  at  20°  0  9964  • 
optical  rotation,  +20°  30';  refractive  index,  1.5131. 

Cedrenol  is  also  found  in  cedarwood  oil.    This  is  a 
tricyclic  unsaturated  alcohol  with  the  formula  C  H  O 
When  regenerated  by  saponification  of  its  acetic  ester 
Its  characteristics  are  :  Boiling  point  at  9.5  mm  166-169°  • 
specific  gravity  at  20°,  1.0083;  refractive  index,  1.5212' 

Vetivenol.—  An  ester  of  vetivenol  is  obtained  on 
fractionation  of  oil  of  vetiver  from  the  fraction  boil- 
ing at  260-298°  at  13  mm.,  on  hydrolysis  of  which  the 
alcohol  is  obtained.  It  is  a  primary  alcohol  with  formula 
U.aH-.O  and  has  only  one  double  bond,  and  must  be 
tricyclic.  On  reduction  with  hydrogen  and  spongy  plati- 
num^ a  true  sesquiterpene  alcohol  dihydrovetivenol 
^,sH2f,0  is  obtained.  The  oil  contains  another  alcohol 
with  formula  C,5H„0,  which  contains  two  double  bonds 
and  is  dicychc.  These  alcohols  have  the  following  char- 
acters ;  those  of  dicyclic  vetivenol,  have  not;  how- 
ever, yet  been  examined  : —

Zingiberol  is  an  alcohol  C15H260  obtained  from  the 
fraction  of  oil  of  ginger  boiling  at  154-157°  at  15  mm. 
It  has  the  fragrant  odour  of  ginger. 

Guaiol.  C15H2eO  is  found  in  guaiacwood  oil  (Bulnesia 
Sarmienti).  It  is  odourless  and  is  a  tertiary  dicyclic 
alcohol  having  one  double  linkage.  Its  characters 
are  as  follows  :— Melting  point,  91° ;  boiling  point  at 
9  mm,  147-149°  ;  specific  gravity  at  24°/ 4°,  0.9714;  refrac- 
tive index,  1.5100;  specific  rotation,  -29.8°.  When  guaiol 
is  shaken_  with  _  potassium  permanganate  a  glycerol 
C,5H2R02  is  obtained  forming  colourless  tablets  melting 
at  210-211°.  _  This  is  the  first  body  of  its  type  known 
in  the  sesquiterpene  series. 

Sesquiterpenes — The  sesquiterpenes  are  hydrocarbons  of 
the  formula  C15H2„,  and  are  almost,  if  not  entirely,  con- 
fined to  essential  oils  as  constituents.  They  are  found 
in  the  higher  boiling  fractions  of  these  oils,  usually 
boding  at  from  250°  to  280°.  A  certain  amount  of  know- 
ledge of  the  constitution  of  some  of  the  sesquiterpenes 
was  accumulated  by  Wallach,  Senneler,  Jonas  and 
others,  but  it  is  during  the  past  decade  that  our  know- 
ledge has  advanced  by  leaps  and  bounds  through  the 
masterly  researches  of  Ruzicka.  The  following  may  be 
taken  to  represent  a  useful  classification  of  the  sesquiter- 
penes :—

The  principal  achievements  in  the  chemistry  of  the 
sesquiterpenes  date  from  the  discovery  by  Ruzicka  that 
many  sesquiterpenes  can  be  dehydrogenated  by  means 
of  sulphur,  and  the  important  bodies  cadalene  C15HI8 
and  endalene  C^H,,,  were  so  obtained,  and  were  recog- 
nised as  _  naphthalene  derivatives,  both  of  which  were 
also  obtained  synthetically.  The  following  are  the  prin- 
cipal sesquiterpenes,  the  constitution  of  only  a  few  as 
types  being  given.  SesquicitroneUene.— This  is  of 
interest  as  being  the  type  of  aliphatic  sesquiterpenes. 
It  was  discovered  by  Schimmel  &  Co.  in  1899  in  Ceylon 
citronella  oil  and  later  by  Senneler  and  Spornitz  in 
Java  citronella  oil.  It  boils  at  138°-140°  at  9  mm., 
and  has  a  specific  gravity  0.8489  at  20  :  optical  rotation 
0°  36';  and  refractive  index  1.5352.  Bisabolene.— This 
is  a  monocyclic  sesquiterpene  discovered  by  Tucholka 
in  oil  of  Bisabol  myrrh.  It  occurs  in  a  number  of  other 
essential  oils,  including  lime,  lemon,  bergamot  and  West 
African  sandalwood  oil.  Natural  bisabolene  appears  to 
consist  of  three  isomers,  differing  slightly  by  the  position 
of  unsaturated  linkings.  These  are  so  placed  that  all 
three  yield  the  same  bisabolene  trihydrochloride  and 
the  synthetic  bisabolene  (prepared  by  Ruzicka  via 
nerolidol)  when  regenerated  from  the  trihydrochloride 
gives  the  same  three  isomers,  namely,  B-  and  y 
bisabolene.  The  natural  and  synthetic  bodies  have  the

Sethia.— This  name  is  applied  to  a  few  species  of  the 
genus  Erythroaylon  (N.O.  Linacea),  which  are  charac- 
terised by  having  the  calyx  five  lobed,  united  styles, 
bearing  three  distinct  stigmas  at  the  top.  Sethia 
acuminata,  Am.,  is  used  in  Ceylon  as  a  vermifuge.  The 
leaves  are  dried  and  powdered  and  the  juice  of  the 
fresh  leaves  mixed  with  sugar  and  castor  oil.  The 
Sinhalese  attach  much  value  to  the  plant  as  an  anthel- 
mintic for  children.  It  is  chiefly  used  for  expelling 
round  worms,  and  possesses  the  advantage  of  not  having 
a  disagreeable  taste.  The  powder  is  given  in  doses  of 
ten  to  fifteen  grams. 

Set-Off. — A  set-off  is  a  cross-claim  by  a  defendant  in  an 
action  for  the  recovery  of  a  sum  of  money  who  alleges 
that  the  plaintiff  owes  him  an  amount  which  wholly  or 
in  part,  extinguishes  the  claim.  The  set-off  need  not 
be  in  relation  to  the  same  transaction  as  the  one  upon 
which  the  claim  is  based,  and  the  two  issues  will  be 
tried  together  unless  the  Court  decides  that  they  cannot 
conveniently  be  so  dealt  with.  In  the  latter  event,  the 
set-off  will  have  to  be  made  the  subject  of  a  separate 
action.  Although  a  set-off  is,  in  effect,  a  counter-claim 
there  is,  technically,  a  difference  between  _  the  two.  A 
set-off  shows  a  debt  due  from  the  plaintiff  to  the 
defendant  which  wipes  out  or  diminishes  the  amount 
due  from  the  defendant  to  the  plaintiff,  .and  it  is  to 
that  extent  merely  a  defence  to  the  original  action 
On  the  other  hand,  a  counter-claim  is,  in  reality,  a 
separate  action  and  separate  verdicts  are  given  on ,  the 
claim  and  counter-claim,  which  has  an  important  beanng 
upon  the  question  of  costs. 

Settling  Day—On  the  Stock  Exchange,  the  day  on 
which  all  bargains  have  to  be  completed  and  ditter- 
ences  "  paid  in  respect  of  the  purchase  and  sale  of  stocks 
and  shares  is  known  as  settling  day.
